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DETAILED ACTION 

Status of the Application 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of an after-final response, which was dated on April 24, 2007. 

Status of the Claims 

2. Claim 10, 13, and 16-20 were pending. Applicants canceled claims 16-20. Therefore, 
claims 10 and 13 are currently pending and examined on the merits. 

With dra wn R ejections/Objections 

3. All outstanding rejections and/or objections are withdrawn in view of Applicants' 
cancellation of claims 16-20 

Reasons for Allowance 

4. The prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggest Applicants' claimed method for 
determining the differences between the molecular interactions of two different mixtures of 
molecules using a third image that was created by applying a formula (B-A)/ A on a pixel-by- 
pixel basis. The closest prior art, Tizard, teaches a method using a B-A formula, not the 
currently claimed B-A/A. Although Tizard adjusts the B-A image for overexposure, this is a 
linear transformation wherein the value of each individual pixel is reduced by a fixed amount to 
the desired exposure not the currently claimed non-linear transformation (e.g., see 1 1/15/06 
Response, page 9, paragraphs 1 and 2; see also Lehman Declaration). In addition, Applicants 
stated that unexpected results were obtained using the B-A/A formula (e.g., see 1 1/15/06 
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Response, pages 10 and 1 1, especially page 10, first full paragraph; see also Lehman 
Declaration, paragraph 4). Therefore, claims 10 and 13 (renumbered 1 and 2) are allowed.
